CLOSING SESSIONS 


Moderator White Sees Much That is 
soomerees in Year's Work— 
Strong Addresses to Ovlegates— 
Theological Conference Opens—Dr. 
MacKay Advocates State Commis- 
sion in Dealing With Social Re- 
form Problem. 


. 

Yesterday afternoon the second an- 
nual meeting of the Presbyterian 
eynod closed with the usual votes of 
thanks and a forceful address from 
the moderator, Rev. Matthew White, 
of Lacombe, He expreseed his great 
pleasure at fhe advance made by the 
church during the past year, Not- 
withstanding the financial depression 
the progress of the year was gratifying 
There had been an inetease in the 
number of young people's societies and 


in the number attending Sunday 
school; with this there was an in+ 
crease in the amount given to mie- 
sions. Several new churches and 


manses had heen erected; several mis- 
elon fields had been augmented and 
some of the augmented congregations 


had become — self-sustaining. The 
growth of the church was so evident 
that three new presbyteries were o1 
panized—at High River, Lacoribe and 
Vermilion. 

These facts the moderator felt to 
bs very encouraging features of the 


pust year's work, evidencing fidelity 
and zeal on the part of the ministers 
and missionaries and an active inter- 
est on the part of the congregations. 
Hiv felt the past year should be review 
ed with thankiulness. But the new 

var, he said, opened with uew duties 
aad new opportunities and ideas of 
new work that had opened up before 
evnod as it held its deliberations. The 
inspiring addresses, the earnest words 
and feelings had made its members 
feel that the past might have been im- 
proved, and in the future opening out 
& great opportunity offered. While in 
the past more might have been done 
for missions at home and aoroad, the 
awakening to duty in regard to work 
iov the Master was evident in eastern 
Canada in a remarkable increase in 
missionary giving and in many othe:

All could be done that was 
to be done, There was no doubt that 
with the ever-increasing expansion in 
loreign lands and the continual de-

The moderator here instanced the 
somewhat similar problems of the 


growing cities of the west, where the 
civic authorities found it exceedingly 
difficult to meet the needs of the peo 
ple, but it would be done no mattet 
what it costa, In the same way the 
educational problems of the province, 
into which a steady stream of immi- 
grants was coming, offered real difli- 
eulties, but notwithstanding these edu- 
cational facilities were being placed 

t

“A work is not neeessarily impos- 
sibie because it is costly or difficult. 
li the work beiove the church is great; 
if it calls for a large expenditure ot 
both time and money; that is no rea-

Theological Conference, 


A state commission, as unquestion- 
ed in its power and as broad in its 
scope as the railway commiseion of 


Canada, is what Rev. Dr. Mackay, 
principal of the Presbyterian Theologi- 
cal college, Vancouver, advocates as 
& means of overcoming some of the 
problems of the day. This commission, 
he would have regulate the — condi- 
tions of labor, and study the econdi- 
tious of supply and demand through- 
out the country. . 

Dr, MeKay, in his address on Social 
Well-Being spoke ably and at length 
yesterday uaiternoon at the opening 
session of the theological eonterence 
in the First Presbyterian church He 
denounced the common attitade of the 
commercial wrold in looking upon 
man’s labor as a marketaole commod- 
ty. This was wrong. It made man 
a mncans to an end, while aetually man 
was an end in himself, The founder 
of Christianity had not presented His 
message trom the vir wpoint of any 
partioular social organization, but He 
Had laid emphasis upon the value of 


the soul of the lowliest beggar that 
walked, 

This principle, the doctor eaid, th 
world miust reeognize in its solving of 
social probleme Kvery man had a 
soul, His sould was in his work and 
1 wa impossible to deal correctly 
with labor as a marketable commod 
ity. Work was not merely to produc 
things, but rather to draw out men

Kimployers accepted 
no responsibility for the men who

Dr. MacKay condemned the system 
whereby governments allowed indus- 
tries to be established where children 
were dragged down under a slavery of 
child labor. He spoke of the erying 
shame of the conditions in department 
stores where dozens of girls were #ne- 
riliced. He said the Christian state 
had not realized their responsibility in 
this. 

It was in summing up theese condi- 
tions that the speaker expressed his 
belief in the need of a state commis- 
ion, established to control labor con- 
ditions and with powers beyond the 
mere letter of the law to regulate labor 
condition He also advocated that 
the government institute schools where 
tradesmen out of work could enter and 
improve themselves each in their par- 


ticular trade until they could again 
get work.
